It chops District 1-4 off at a 
north-south line running through 
20-Mile Bend and puts everything 
west ‘of that line in District 5, 
Commissioner Paul Rardin's Glades 
district. 


Men Can! Now Draw 
S.S. Payment At 62 


The age at which men can apply 
for social security payments has 
been changed ‘to 62, according to 
R. C. Gehrken, Jr., Manager of the 
West Palm Beach Social Security 
Office. 

Until now, men had to be at least 
65 before they could make appli- 
cation for payment unless they 
were disabled. For several years 
women have been able to claim 
their social security payments. 
a reduced amount when they were 
62. Men now haye the same oppor- 
tunity. Gehrken stated that a 
man's payment at 62 would be re- 
duced because he would be getting 
paid three years earlier. By reduc- 
ing the amount of payments at age 
62, he will get about the same total 
payments as he would by waiting 
until 65. A claim must be made 
before any payments can begin.

Roads Get Black 
Top In The Glades. 


Thirteen short roads in the 
Glades area have been blacktepped 
this week, according to Cpunty 
Commissioner Paul Rardin. The 
Dixie Asphalt Company of West 
Palm Beach was low bidder on the 
work and they have been doing the 
black-topping ‘this week. 

The work started in the Lake 
Harbor ‘area where two roads re- 
ceived a coating of asphaltic con- 
crete. South Bay came in for its 
share of the work when Canal 
Street from the bridge to US27 
was revoked. Belle Glade received 
topping on Ice Plant Road and 
West Camp Road. 

In Pahokee, Larrimore Road was 
retreaded for its entire length of 
one mile. In Canal Point old Con- 
ners Highway from the bridge 
east to the intersection of the new 
road was on the list. The taxi- 
way and road leading into the new 
airport hangar at Pahokee airport 
were retreaded. A recently con- 
structed parking work area around 
the county barn received new sur- 
facing along with several other 
small jobs in the contract.

Important Project” |On Gift List Fights New Rates Sales Are Planned 


VIP in the 4-H roster can be 
found under the heading of Safety, 
VIP in this case means “very im- 
portant project.” Spelled back- 
wards it could mean “people in 
vehicles.” 

Either way, the combination al- 
erts more young peoplè to the im- 
portance of safety than does any 
other 4-H endeavor. Some 900,000 
boys and girls are participating in 
a 4-H safety activity or project in 
which they help to lessen dangers 
on highways, farms, in homes and 
communities, reports the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service. 

Right now when millions of mo- 
torists take to the road for week 
end outings or long awaited vaca- 
tions, chances for accidents mount. 
Motor vehicle accidents top the 
list, says the National Safety 
Council. Over the long 4th of July 
week end, a record number of peo- 
ple died because of accidents. 

Thè death toll among rural peo- 
ple is exceptionally high, accord- 
ing to the safety council. Over the 
last 10 years, 58,000 rural residents 


died and two million were injured 
on the highway. Fatal accidents for 
the decade increased 26 per cent. 
‘Tractor fatalities climbed 50 per 
cent over the last eight years. 

While 4-H Club members. repre- 
sent @ small number of the 82 mil- 
lion automobile drivers, they dos 
commendable job in eliminating 
driving hazards in their communi- 
ties the year-round. Members also 
check for health and recreation 
hazards, home safety and safe 
handling of animals, according to 
the Extension Service which super- 
vises the work.

The final step in the defeat of a 
$15,000 per year freight charge in- 
crease to Palm Beach County ship- 
pers and receivers took place this 
week. The Palmi Beach County 
Freight Traffic Bureau announced 
that it has received a notice today, 
from the Southern Motor Carrriers 
Rate Conference that it is with- 
drawing the increased rates, which 
would have raised the freight 
charges of Palm Beach County 
merchants and shippers this 
amount. Motor carriers announce 
ed the withdrawal of the higher 
rates after the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission suspended the 
increases. The local Traffic Bu- 
reau had peitioned the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to suspend 
the higher freight charges. 

James W. Lee, director of the 
County Traffic Bureau, said that 
the Bureau had been fighting this 
proposal since carrier rate commit- 
tees ‘first considered it, last March. 
Despite this opposition, he said the 
truckers had scheduled the increase 
to become effective on’ June 12, 
1961. The higher rates would have 
assessed and additional arbitrary of 
10 percent of the freight charge 
up to a minium of $1.00. 

This surcharge would apply ‘on 
‘shipments moving between Florida 
and the Midwest, and Florida and 
the Southwest. ; ; 

“When it-be¢ame apparent that 
the motor carriers intended to as- 
sess these higher charges” Lee 
said, “the Traffic Bureau referred 
this matter to the Freight Rate 
Advisory Committee of the Joint 
Cooperative Council.” The direct- 
or said that the Advisory Commit- 
tee, under the chairmanship of J. 
Lou Care, establishes Traffic Bu- 
reau policy. After consideration, 
the Advisory Committee instructed 
Lee to file a petition for suspension 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Lee said that prior to the with- 
drawal of the increased rates by 
the carriers, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission had scheduled a 
public hearing to be held-in Atlanta 
on September 12, 1961. He explain- 
ed that the Traffic Bureau was 
preparing exhibits and would have 
participated in this hearing if the 
increased rates had not been with- 
drawn.
